This is probably the finest numismatic portrait of Cleopatra extant. It is much superior to 
other specimens of the same issue used to illustrate popular Cleopatra biographies and shows 
a strength of character and intelligence utterly lacking from the coarse portraits on her 
familiar bronze coinage. This image still falls short of the seductive feminine beauty we 
have all attributed to Cleopatra in our imaginations, but it possesses an animation and 
intensity which contrast markedly with the vacant expression typical of late Hellenistic 
portraits and which communicate something of her ability to captivate even across the 
centuries.

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A HOARD OF DIOBOLS FROM LAMPSACUS 


Lampsacus, an important commercial city located 
on the Dardanelles, is best known among numismatists 
for the splendid gold staters it issued for foreign trade. 
Its fractional silver coinage was intended for domestic 
exchange only. The female janiform head was the 
symbol of Lampsacus and was copied on coinage of 
Gaza during the fifth and fourth centuries B.C. Athena 
appears on the reverse in token of the Lampsacene 
alliance with Athens, which endured for many years 
and witnessed several marriages between the ruling 
families of the two cities. Curiously, despite these 
in the fourth century Lampsacus served as a 
Persian mint, and thus these small silver coins are 
actually fractions of the siglos. Silver diobols, fourth 
century B.C. Kraay ACGC pl.
